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Hatchfleld talks 
met with ‘rebiifr

LEADERS of the horse¬ 
racing industry have 
complained that their 
attempts at an amicable 
resolution to legal action 
have been “rebuffed” 

Newmarket’s top racing 
organisations, including Jockey 
Club Estates, racehorse 
auctioneers Tattersalls, the 
Save Historic Newmarket 
action group and Newmarket 
Trainers’ Federation, have 
launched a legal challenge in a 
bid to stop controversial plans 
for 1,200 homes ever going 
ahead. 

Although councillors last 
month refused to give planning 
permission to Lord Derby to 
develop his Hatchfield Farm, 
between Fordham Road and the 
A14, the site is still in Forest 
Heath District Council’s core 
strategy for the next 20 years. 

Now the racing industry, which 
argued that the scheme would 
harm the town’s unique status as 
headquarters of horseracing, is 
seeking a judgement to remove 
the site from those earmarked for 
development.

Packed meeting hears 
of opposition to plan 
tor 50 new homes 


A HOUSING associa¬ 
tion’s scheme to build 
nearly 50 new homes 
is unlikely to go ahead 
after a parish council 
said it would not 
support the devel¬ 
opment. 

Residents opposed 
to the scheme, which 
was put forward for a 
site off Toyse Lane and 
Appletree Grove in 
Burwell, packed a par¬ 
ish council meeting on 
Tuesday night. 

Around 30 residents 
stood outside the 
meeting, in the 
village’s fubilee 

Reading Rooms, 
where a representative 
put forward their 
arguments against the 
scheme. 

Hastoe Housing 
Association, which 
proposed the scheme, 
has said it will not 
pursue a planning 
application if the 
parish council does 
not support the 
development. 


Pat Kilbey, parish 
council chairman, 
said: “We were stron¬ 
gly supportive of 
social housing - but 
not in that place and 
at this time.” 

She said there were 
concerns that the 
village’s sewers, 
electrical supplies and 
roads would not be 
able to cope with the 
extra homes. 

She said the land 
where the devel¬ 
opment was proposed 
as “an exception site” 
where only social 
housing could be 
considered. 

But she said that 
without parish council 
support, it was 
unlikely that East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council, the 
planning authority, 
would approve a 
planning application. 

“I can’t see that it 
would go ahead, now,” 
she said. 



Warrant for man on 
assault charge 

A MAN accused of assaulting police 
faces arrest after he failed to turn up 
for a court hearing. 

Magistrates issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Christopher Evans, 27, 
when he did not answer bail at Bury 
St Edmunds court. 

Evans, of Exeter Road, Newmarket, 
was due to have been sentenced on 
an assault charge he previously 
admitted on Monday. 

But the court heard that the Probation 
Service had been unable to prepare a 
pre-sentence report on him because 
they sent details of an interview 
appointment to the wrong address. 
Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said Evans 
was not to blame for missing the 
appointment. But he should still have 
appeared in court and she asked for 
a warrant to be issued for his arrest. 
The court heard on a previous 
occasion that police were called after 
Evans brandished a knife at his 
mother and sister during an incident 
at the family home in Moulton on 
May 22. 

He hit one officer with a chair and 
was said to have bitten another 
during the incident, which occurred 
after he had taken drugs. 

Evans told the court previously that 
he “was not himself” when the 
incident happened. 

Lammas celebrated

holding a Taize service for Lammas 
Day on Saturday at 6.30pm. 

It is the first day of the wheat harvest 
and was customary to take a loaf to 
church made from the new crop. 


Pensioner sees 
off con callers 


TWO bogus water 
workers fled empty-han¬ 
ded after a pensioner 
triggered a panic alarm 
when they forced their 
way into her home. 

The incident happened just 
after Suffolk Police launched a 
campaign to stop distraction 
burglaries. 

An 85-year-old woman 
became suspicious and told 
the two callers to leave her 
home in Ashley Road, 
Newmarket. 

The incident happened at 
around 2.30pm on Friday, 
when a man in his late teens 
called at her home and said he 
was from the water board and 
needed to check her pipes. 

He claimed to have carried 
out checks along the whole 
street. 

She let the young man in, 
but became suspicious after 
spotting the older man, who 
pushed his way into her home. 

When she triggered the 
panic alarm, the two men fled, 
leaving the woman shaken

The older man, believed to 
have been in his 40s or 50s, 
was white, about 5ft 6in tall, 
with curly and messy brown 
hair. He was wearing blue 
jeans and a blue jacket. 

Det Con Dan Cooper said: 
“This was a despicable 
attempt to con an elderly 
woman, but she realised the 
men were false and raised the 
alarm. I would like to speak to 
anyone who has any 
information about this crime 
or recognises the men 
described.”

A COUNCILLOR return¬ 
ed to his first meeting for 
more than a year - and 
complained that his 
absence from two com¬ 
mittee meetings had 
been recorded. 

Cllr Jonathan Richer’s 
absence from Newmarket 
Town Council meetings has 
been shrouded in mystery as 
neither he, nor the council, 
would explain the reasons. 

In January he was cleared of 
breaching the council’s code of 
conduct following a complaint 
alleging bullying, intimidation 
and bringing the council into 
disrepute. 

The recent resignations from 
the town council of former 
mayor Jane Bailey and Bob 
Cole, who represented the 
town’s Studlands Park estate 
with Cllr Richer, are believed to 
be linked with his absence. 

But the council has refused 
an application by the Weekly 
News under the Freedom of 
Information Act for details of 
private meetings when the

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issue was discussed. 

Cllr Richer spoke just three 
times at Monday’s full council 
meeting. He queried why he 
was recorded as “absent” at 
meetings of the development 
and planning committee and 
the leisure services committee 
this month - even though he 
was not at either of the 
meetings. 

“I object to being shown as 
absent,” he said. “I would have 
thought I should be shown as 
an apology for absence or just 
left off as I have been for a 
number of months.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the mayor, 
said the minutes of the 
meetings would be changed so 
that no reference was made to 
his absence. 

Cllr Richer also asked why 
his updated profile had not 
been included on the council’s 
website. 

In the profile he refers to his 
“involuntary” absence from

meetings for more than a year. 

Cllr Jefferys said the website 
had been updated earlier the 
same day including any new 
profile details given by other 
councillors. 

Cllr Jefferys read out letters 
he had sent to Mrs Bailey and 
Mr Cole expressing his sorrow 
and disappointment at their 
resignations. 

A by-election may have to be 
held to fill the vacancies if 
enough people request one. 
Otherwise the council can in¬ 
vite people to put themselves 
forward for co-option.

In a letter sent to councillors, industry 
chiefs - who include bosses of Sheikh 
Mohammed’s Godolphin and Darley 
businesses and Bill Gredley’s Unex 
group of companies - have complained 
that an attempt to set up talks with the 
district council were “rebuffed” by chief 
executive David Burnip. 

In the letter, the industry leaders said: 
“If Hatchfield Farm is kept in the core 
strategy then it remains an identifiable 
site for development in Newmarket for 
generations to come and this would be 
wholly at odds with the wishes and 
requirements of the racing industry in 
the town.” 

They have argued that it is possible to 
remove the site and keep the rest of the 
development strategy. 

But now Mr Burnip has responded by 
sending a letter to the town council 
saying that the district council does not 
agree with “numerous points” made by 
the industry. 

He said it was “regrettable” that town 
councillors had been sent the original 
letter from the industry and as the town 
council was not party to the legal action 
it would be “inappropriate” to involve it 
in further correspondence. 

Sharpe Pritchard, leading local 
government solicitors, said in a letter to 
the Save Historic Newmarket group: 
“The purpose of the (original) letter 
appears to be a deliberate attempt to 
cause friction between the council’s 
officers and their members which could 
potentially prejudice the conduct and 
response to these proceedings.” 

A special meeting of the district 
council has been called on Tuesday 
when the issue is due to be discussed in 
private. 


Police to clamp 
down on squatters 

POLICE have vowed to clamp 
down on squatters who are 
occupying vacant properties in a 
town centre. 

The issue has been made a priority 
for Newmarket’s safer 
neighbourhood team. 

Insp Neil Ireland, who heads the 
neighbourhood teams in the Forest 
Heath district, told town councillors 
this week that the activities of the 
young squatters were causing 
concern. 

He said: “There’s a group of 
youngsters who feel it’s ok to 
occupy some premises that they 
shouldn’t be in and we’re making it 
a priority.” 

He said that officers would be 
tackling “various illegal activities” 
which were being carried out. 
Damage has been caused at some 
of the buildings in the area around 
the town’s High Street. 

The neighbourhood team is also 
tackling, as a separate priority, 
anti-social behaviour in the play 
area at the town’s Churchill Court 
flats. 

The next public meeting to set 
priorities is on Wednesday, August 
18, at 10am and Brough Scott 
House, Bill Rickaby Drive, 
Newmarket.

A MAN has been charged with 
theft after lead was stolen from the 
roof of a shopping centre. 

Stephen Cook, 27, of Selwyn 
Close, Mildenhall, has been 
released on bail to appear before 
magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
next Thursday, accused of stealing 
lead from the roof of the Guineas 
centre in Newmarket on Monday 
last week.

VISITORS to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital must continue 
paying hated parking 
charges after the coalition 
Government scrapped 
plans to abolish hospital car 
park fees. 

The decision announced this 
week by the Department of 
Health backtracks on plans 
outlined by Labour last year to do 
away with the payments, which 
rake in millions for NHS trusts 
across the country. 

Now campaigners want to see 
the Hills Road site follow the 
example of Trafford General 
Hospital in Manchester, which 
recently became the first in 
England to stop charging patients 
and visitors - Scotland and Wales 
have already stopped charging. 

A health department spokes¬ 
man said: “We can’t be in favour 
of decentralisation and greater 
autonomy for the NHS and then 
tell them how to run their car 
parking.” 

Addenbrooke’s has come under 
renewed criticism after figures 
disclosed under the Freedom of 


Information Act revealed 
Cambridge University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust topped 
the list of trusts making more 
than £1 million from car parks 
during 2007/08. 

The trust, which runs 
Addenbrooke’s and the Rosie 
Maternity Hospital, collected £2.8 
million from patients, visitors 
and staff during the period. 

Hopes of a change were raised 
last September when then-Health 
Secretary Andy Burnham 
announced plans to scrap 
charges for in-patients. 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Liberal 


Democrat health spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire, blasted the 
“bitterly unfair” charges imposed 
on patients. 

He said: “It’s basically immoral 
to be charging people who are 
sick, and it also means 20 streets 
near the hospital are a constant 
car park. 

“I’m bitterly disappointed that 
the new Government hasn’t seen 
fit to change things. 

“This isn’t a private hospital, 
and when Scotland and Wales 
changed last year the thinking 
was that England would follow.” 

He added: “This is bitterly 


unfair, and the battle goes on.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridge 
University Hospitals said: “Our 
car parks are self-funding, receive 
no money from taxpayers and do 
not make a profit. 

“If we were forced to scrap 
charges then the income needed 
to operate them would have to be 
diverted from patient care. 

“People visiting long-stay 
inpatients at Addenbrooke’s and 
the Rosie already benefit from 
heavily subsidised, frequent 
parking arrangements that 
reduce the cost to less than £1.80 
a day.” 


Speed cameras 
are staying, says 
safety partnership 


POLICE and council 
bosses in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will not 
be following Swindon 
and Oxfordshire - 
and getting rid of 
speed cameras. 

County council 
bosses at Shire Hall 
say the roadside 
monitors have been 
very effective in 
cutting accidents, 
and there are no 
plans to remove 
them. 

The statement 
follows news that in 
Swindon, which 
scrapped cameras a 
year ago, the number 
of road accidents has 
not increased. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council has also 
voted to get rid of 
them. 

Cambridgeshire 
has 53 fixed cameras 
as well as two mobile 
enforcement vans 
and average speed 
cameras on the A14 
between Cambridge 
and Huntingdon. 

The cameras are 
run by the 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Road 


Safety Partnership, 
which includes police 
and the county 
council. 

The cost of running 
the camera network 
is no longer covered 
by the fines levied on 
drivers, but a system 
of funding from the 
Government- 
although last month, 
ministers announced 
there would be no 
more cash for new 
cameras. 

Nearly £1.5 million 
was collected from 
speeding and red 
light offences in 
Cambridgeshire 
between 2008 and 
2009. 

But figures released 
by the Cambridge¬ 
shire partnership 
show the number of 
serious casualties 
from accidents on 
roads where fixed 
cameras are in place 
has dropped from 50 
in 2005 to 19 in 2009, 
and the number of 
slight injuries has 
gone down from 356 
to 251 - overall, a 
reduction of 33 per 
cent.

MR welcomes support 
from House over A11 


AN MP fighting to save a 
major road improve¬ 
ment scheme has 
welcomed support in 
Parliament for his 
campaign. 

Matthew Hancock, whose 
West Suffolk constituency 
includes the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas, is trying to 
convince the Government to 
save the £134 million All 
improvements. 

The scheme will replace the 
remaining single-carriageway 
section of the road, between 
Barton Mills and Thetford, 
with a dual carriageway. 

It was approved by the 
previous government and 
work was expected to have 
started this autumn.

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But now it has been put on 
hold pending a Government 
spending review. 

The scheme has already 
been the subject of a long- 
running campaign to get the 
nine-mile section of road 
upgraded to make the entire 
A11 a dual carriageway. 

Mr Hancock, who became 
an MP in the May election, 
paid tribute to the work by his 
predecessor Richard Spring in 
bringing the scheme forward. 

Mr Hancock said: “I was 
delighted that so many 
Suffolk and Norfolk MPs 
spoke in Parliament in 
support of dualling the Barton 
Mills bottleneck on the All. 


This is clearly the top priority 
road project for East Anglia. 

“I was encouraged that the 
minister confirmed that the 
positive impact would be 20 
times the cost of completing 
the dual carriageway from 
London to Norwich, and that 
he confirmed the strength of 
the economic case for this 
project.” 

He added: “We all know that 
times are tight but whenever 
money is available this 
scheme must be at the front 
of the queue.” 

During the debate he spoke 
of safety concerns about the 
existing single-carriageway 
which has been the scene of 
numerous serious injury and 
fatal crashes. 

He said that both Prime 


Minister David Cameron and 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg had spoken in favour of 
the road scheme in April. 

He said the scheme would 
generate more income and 
would fit with the 
Government’s economic 
strategy. 

Mr Hancock said: “That 
policy is right. And this 
proposal would help make it a 
reality. 

“I believe that the All 
improvement scheme clearly 
fits into the class of capital 
spending which the 
Chancellor has said he is keen 
to continue.”

Fraudster 
ordered to 
hand over 
his cars 

A FRAUDSTER who made 
more than £160,000 in a 
series of scams has been 
ordered to hand over his only 
assets - cars worth around 
£9,000. 

David Aves, 51, used the 
name Trotter Independent 
Trading - from the Only Fools 
and Horses television comedy 
- for one of the three 
companies he illegally traded 
from. 

He hired equipment and 
then did not return it leaving 
a trail of bounced cheques 
and lies. 

He is currently serving a 
four-and-a-half year 
sentence, imposed in 
November last year, after he 
admitted nine thefts, 10 
frauds and perverting the 
course of justice. 

He faced a new court 
hearing under the Proceeds 
of Crime Act to establish 
what assets he has. 

fudge David Goodin 
ordered that Aves’ £9,000 
assets should be forfeited. 

Most of the money is tied 
up in the value of cars he 
owns which are currently 
being held by Suffolk police. 

The victims of his frauds 
included Newmarket Plant 
Hire which lost a generator 
worth £3,000. 

It had been hired to TWT 
Transport, one of Aves’ 
companies, and was never 
returned. 

The hire company was also 
owed £1,020 in rental 
payments. 

The court heard that Aves 
rented two car transporters 
from a company called 
WilstowLtd, based in Soham. 

Cheques subsequently 
bounced and the trailers, 
worth £2,000 and £2,395, 
were never returned 

Aves, of Bradfield St 
George, near Bury St 
Edmunds, previously 
appeared in court on 27 
occasions for 125 separate 
offences, some committed 
using 10 aliases and some 
from a prison cell. 

In one incident, he 
managed to get himself freed 
from Norwich prison using 
fake bail papers.

Roads become ‘no cold calling’ zones 


TWO streets have been declared 
‘no cold calling’ zones in a bid to 
discourage nuisance and bogus 
callers. 

The zones are the first of their 
kind to be introduced in 
Newmarket and follow the 
successful launch of similar zones 
in other parts of Suffolk during the 
past year. 

Windsor Road and Warrington 
Street in Newmarket have become 
the latest in the county to get ‘no 
cold calling’ signs. 

Peter Korwin, principal trading 
standards officer, said: “This is 
part of our programme of rolling 


out the zones across the county. 

“What we look for before 
agreeing to establish a ‘no cold 
calling’ zone is evidence of 
distraction burglaries and 
unwanted callers.” 

He said details from 
Neighbourhood Watch and 
neighbourhood police teams 
helped to back up applications to 
establish the zones. 

“Unwanted door knocking has 
reduced quite dramatically in other 
areas where we have introduced 
the zones,” he said. 

Major power companies had a 
code of practice to obey “no cold 


calling” zones and the 
establishment of the zones gave 
residents more confident to say 
“no” to rogue traders and others 
that ignore the signs. 

Each household in the zones is 
being given a pack containing 
warnings about how to deal with 
unwanted callers and telephone 
numbers to report incidents or 
check the identity of callers. 

Iris Gammon, 69, of Windsor 
Road, said: “I think it’s a brilliant 
idea. 

“I’m pleased we have been 
made a ‘no cold calling’ zone.”

Warning from builders as school holidays start 


A BUILDING company has warned 
youngsters to stay off its sites. 

David Wilson Eastern which is 
building the new Martingales 
development at Red Lodge, has 
issued the warning as the school 
holidays get under way. 

The site has previously been hit by 
vandals and thieves. 


Peter Creighton, the company’s 
construction manager, said: 
“Youngsters are often on the lookout 
for somewhere new and exciting to 
play, but construction sites are not 
adventure playgrounds.

Charity’s fear 
on funding cuts 


FUNDING cuts 
expected to hit the 
horseracing industry 
are likely to give a 
charity more work. 

Newmarket-based 
Racing Welfare had a 34 
per cent rise in demand 
for its service in 2009, 
according to its annual 
report which has just 
been published. 

The report shows that 
£529,000 was spent on 
counselling and advice 
last year - up from 
£488,000 the previous 
year. 

Welfare officers 
employed by the charity 
held 4,180 sessions with 
individuals. 

It warns that demand 
for the support services it 
provides is due to grow. 

The report says: “With 
the horseracing industry 
facing significant cuts in 
Levy (Horserace Betting 
Levy Board) funding, it 
seems likely that there 
will be a knock-on 
impact on the industry’s

workforce.” 

Last year the charity 
had income of £1.7 
million compared to £1.6 
million the previous year. 

Donations and gifts 
increased by £110,000 to 
£270,000. 

Roger Weatherby, 
chairman of Racing 
Welfare, said, in the 
report: “There is no 
doubt that 2010 will bring

further challenges. 

“Fundraising will be 
one of them and we are 
already seeing increased 
demand for what we do. 

“We will need to take 
sensible steps to ensure 
that we are as efficient as 
we can be but the charity 
will not fail its bene¬ 
ficiaries and I am con¬ 
vinced that the racing 
community will not fail 


its charity.” 

Cedric Burton, the 
charity’s chief executive, 
said: “Racing Welfare 
relies on the generosity of 
racing people for the bulk 
of its resources. 

“Whilst we will face 
considerable challenges 
in the coming year, I am 
confident that the 
charity’s role in 
sustaining the people 
who are essential to 
racing’s future will be 
increasingly appreciated.” 

He added: “In the short 
term at least there may 
be few new resources but 
we can all make better 
use of what we have got 
and encourage the gift of 
time as well as money.” 

Racing Welfare 
currently spends £25,000 
a year on helping to teach 
life skills to young racing 
workers. 

Current figures show 
than many quit within 
four weeks and others 
leave within three years. 


Just days left to renew your tax credits 


TAX credit claimants must 
renew their claim in the 
next few days or their 
payments will stop. 

HM Revenue and 
Customs is sending an 
urgent reminder to 
Cambridgeshire residents 
to renew their claim before 
the deadline on Saturday. 

About 7,100 families in 
Cambridge claim tax 


credits, along with 6,800 in 
East Cambs, 10,700 in 
Fenland, 15,000 in Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire and 10,500 in 
South Cambs. 

Renewing is simple - 
claimants should check the 
accuracy of the information 
in the renewals pack they 
receive. They must include 
any changes not already

Man found dead 
in icy waters had 
been detained 

A MAN found dead in an icy watercourse 
had been released from a psychiatric 
unit less than a week earlier, an inquest 
heard. 

Alan Ward, 42, was discovered in 
Burwell Lode on Sunday, March 7, by an 
early morning dog walker. Ice had 
formed around his body. 

William Morris, coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, recorded an open 
verdict at an inquest in Wisbech. 

He said there was insufficient 
evidence to explain why Mr Ward ended 
up in the river. 

But the inquest heard he had been 
detained under the Mental Health Act 
three weeks earlier after threatening to 
throw himself into the River Cam while 
drunk. 

He told police that he would go back 
to the river to end his life when he was 
released from the cells. 

He was taken to Fulbourn Hospital 
where he was detained until March 1. 

Mr Ward was said to have been living 
in Harrison’s Drove, Burwell, at the time 
of his death.

Meter tackles 
cars with 
noisy exhausts 


NEARLY 70 motorists 
have been given fixed 
penalty tickets for 
having exhaust 
systems which are too 
noisy. 

Police in Suffolk are 
clamping down on 
noisy vehicles after 
buying three new 
testing devices worth 
£1,200 each. 

It follows a 
successful trial of the 
device in the West 
Suffolk area. Now all 
three roads policing 
units in the county 
have been issued with 
a meter. 

The clamp-down 
follows complaints 
from the public about 
noisy exhausts. 

Since mid May, 
when officers 
completed training with 
the new equipment, 96 
tests have been carried 
out with 68 drivers 
being issued with a 
£30 fixed penalty fine. 

Temporary Sgt Paul 
Stock, based at Bury St 
Edmunds, introduced 
the new noise meter. 

He said: “During the 
trial we gave advice to 
drivers whose exhausts 
were too loud, but now 


all RPU officers based 
in Bury, Halesworth 
and at police 
headquarters have 
been trained to use the 
meter we have moved 
on to enforcement. 

“Over two thirds of 
those vehicles we 
tested had illegal 
exhausts and have had 
to pay a £30 fine as 
well as the cost of 
making the exhaust 
legal again. If the driver 
doesn’t remove the 
modification and is 
stopped again, we can 
prosecute through the 
courts for failing to 
maintain the silencer, 
which could attract a 
fine of up to £500. 

“Many motor vehicle 
enthusiasts modify 
their exhausts without 
realising just how loud 
they’re making them, 
and we receive regular 
complaints about noisy 
vehicles and perceived 
speeding which can 
often be down to the 
noise. Now we’re using 
the meter we’re also 
receiving positive 
feedback from the 
communities that these 
loud exhausts are 
being dealt with.” 


Sex offence 
trial project 
is extended 


A SCHEME trialled in 
Cambridgeshire to 
give parents a right to 
information about 
child sex offenders is 
now being extended 
to Suffolk. 

Cambridgeshire was one 
of four counties which 
took part in a pilot scheme 
for disclosing information 
about child sex offenders 
under the title Keeping 
Children Safe. 

The trial scheme started 
in September, 2008, and is 
now being extended to 20 
more counties, including 
Suffolk, from Monday. 

Under the terms of the 
scheme, a parent, carer or 
guardian can ask whether 
an individual who has

access to their child or 
children has a record of 
child sexual offences. 

The timescale for the 
complete process, from 
application to finalisation, 
is expected to be no more 
than 45 days, but there are 
no guarantees that 
disclosures will be made in 
every case. 

Detective Chief 

Inspector Stuart 

McCallum, of Suffolk 
police, said: “Protecting 
children is one of the most 
important pieces of work 
carried out by the police 


and partner agencies in 
Suffolk. 

“Giving a parent, 
guardian or carer the right 
to request this information 
will certainly enhance that 
protection.” 

He added: “The exten¬ 
sion of the scheme into 
Suffolk will assist in raising 
public awareness of child 
protection issues, and for 
those parents, guardians 
and carers who decide to 
make enquiries, we hope it 
will help give them 
confidence that their 
children are safe.”

Campaigners 
welcome end to 
child database 

CAMPAIGNERS in Cambridgeshire 
have welcomed the scrapping of a 
database that would have contained 
the personal details of every child in 
the county. 

The former Labour government 
decided to launch the computer 
system, called ContactPoint, to store 
information about every young 
person under 18, together with data 
about their parents, school and GE 

But the new coalition Government 
has shelved the £224 million scheme, 
initiated in 2004 after the death of 
abused schoolgirl Victoria Climbie. 

Tim Loughton, the children and 
families minister, said the aim of the 
scheme had been to give medical 
and social services practitioners a 
means of protecting children from 
harm and the Government was now 
exploring the practicality of a new 
national signposting service. 

More than 400,000 people employ¬ 
ed by central Government, councils 
and charities would have been able 
to access ContactPoint as its data 
built up. 

Andrew Watson, co-ordinator of 
Cambridge’s N02ID campaign, 
which has been at the forefront of 
the fight against ID cards, said: “This 
welcome announcement is another 
significant blow against the en¬ 
croaching database state. The 
ministers and bureaucrats who 
dreamed up this flawed plan put 
more importance on official conven¬ 
ience than children’s safety, and 
fought to conceal an official report 
that highlighted its significant 
problems.”

Drink-driver 
trainer given 
3-year ban

A RACEHORSE trainer 
who was caught drink 
driving on his way 
home from watching 
the World Cup final 
has been banned from 
the road for three 
years. 

Patrick Leech, owner of 
Pat Leech Racing in Exning, 
was almost four times the 
legal limit when police 
stopped him outside his 
home. 

The 47-year-old, who 
should not have even been 
behind the wheel as he 
only possesses a provisio¬ 
nal licence, had drunk beer 
at a barbecue throughout 
the day on July 11. 

He then went to a friend’s 
house, watched the World 
Cup final and drank home¬ 
made punch before getting 
into his car at around lam 
on July 12 to drive home. 

Leech, of High Street, 
Cheveley, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, where he 
pleaded guilty to driving a 
motor vehicle while above 
the legal alcohol limit, 
driving otherwise than in 
accordance with a licence

and using a motor vehicle 
without third party 
insurance. 

Laura Mardell, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “Officers were 
on duty in Cheveley when 
they spotted a Mercedes 
being driven along the 
High Street. Mr Leech 
stopped the vehicle outside 
his home and officers went 
to speak to him. 

“He told them he’d had a 
couple of drinks that night 
but tests back at the police 
station gave a reading of 
131 micrograms of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath.” 

The legal limit is 35 
micrograms - making him 
3.7 times over. The court 
also heard Leech was 
banned from the road for 
drink driving in 1995. 

Fiona Borley, mitigating, 


said: “During the day, my 
client had enjoyed a barbe¬ 
cue at home with his 
girlfriend. 

“They consumed several 
beers throughout the day 
and later on she asked him 
to go to a friend’s house to 
collect her car keys as she 
had loaned them. 

“When he arrived, the 
friend invited Mr Leech in 
and they watched the 
World Cup final together, 
where he had several 
drinks. He was drinking 
homemade punch and 
simply didn’t realise how 
much alcohol was in it. 

“He also had his dog with 
him so knew he wouldn’t 
be able to get a taxi home, 
which is when he stupidly 
got behind the wheel and 
drove home.” 

She added: “He’s ex¬ 
tremely remorseful for his 
actions.” 

Magistrates banned 
Leech from driving for 
three years. 

For all three charges, he 
was also placed on a 12- 
month community order 
with 180 hours of unpaid 
work, fined £275 and 
ordered to pay £85 court 
costs. 

His licence will also be 
endorsed with six penalty 
points.

A CONTROVERSIAL 
scheme to replace lock¬ 
up garages with bung¬ 
alows for disabled 
people was set for 
approval this week - 
despite objections from 
people living nearby. 

Newmarket Town Council is 
also opposing the plans to 
knock down 41 garages at 
Millbank in the town to make 
way for four bungalows for 
wheelchair users. 

More than 130 residents 
have signed a petition 
opposing the scheme. 

A previous application was 
rejected by Forest Heath 
District Council last year. But 
now a modified scheme, 
which provides some 
replacement parking spaces 
for residents, has been 
recommended for approval. 

Flagship Housing, which 
took over nearly all the former 
council homes in the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall

areas six years ago, has been 
involved in similar 
controversial schemes to build 
bungalows on land previously 
occupied by lock-up garages. 

The scheme at Millbank 
proposes two pairs of semi¬ 
detached bungalows for 
wheelchair users. 

Each would have two 
dedicated parking spaces. But 
there would be seven spaces 
for visitor parking and a 
further 16 spaces would be 
created nearby. 

Objectors have claimed that 
the four bungalows could 
provide homes for up to 16 
people with disabilities. 

They have also argued that 
the area is too cramped and 
the scheme would increase 
parking problems in the area. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst and Cllr 
Marion Fairman-Smith have 
asked that the issue should be 


discussed by the district 
council’s planning committee, 
which was due to meet last 
night. 

David Beighton, district 
council planner, said, in a 
report to the committee: “The 
development is...considered 
satisfactory in principle.” 

He said Flagship had carried 
out a survey of the current use 
of the garages. 

It showed that eight are 
currently vacant and four are 
rented by people who do not 
live in the immediate area. 
Another three were used for 
storage of items other than a 
car. 

But a consultant had 
warned that the loss of the 
garages was likely to lead to 
more parking on the street 
where spaces are already 
difficult to find. 

If permission is granted, 
councillors are being asked to 
insist that the new parking 
spaces are allocated to 
particular households. 


Estate agent has plans for old RSPCA shop 


AN estate agent is set 
to take over a former 
charity shop in 
Newmarket. 

David Burr, based 
in Clare, near Haver¬ 
hill, is due move into 
the former RSPCA 
shop in the High 


Street, if planning 
permission is granted 
by Forest Heath 
District Council.

It has been the 
subject of a continuing 
argument between 
landowner Cl Indus¬ 
tries and the council. 

Although permission 
was given for the 
factory unit in 2005 it 
was subject to existing 
roadside trees and 
bushes being saved 
and approval of a new 
landscaping scheme 
before any work on the 
site started. 

So far a landscaping 
scheme has not been 
agreed and council 
planners are recomm¬ 
ending that the time 
limit is not extended. 

Sarah Drane, a 
council planner said, in 
a report to the planning 
committee meeting 
yesterday, there had 
been a great deal of 
concern among people 
living nearby about a 


proposed chemical 
store at the back of the 
building which had 
appeared on some 
plans but was not on 
the approved plans. 

A total of 26 
objections from 
residents had been sent 
in opposing the 
extension of the time 
limit. 

Some said they had 
lost faith in the 
developer but others 
suggested they should 
have a meeting with 
the developer to help 
come up with an 
acceptable scheme. 

The report to the 
committee said: “Given 
the concerns which 
continue to be raised 
by local residents and 
the material change in 
the physical relation¬ 
ship of the site with 
nearby residents ... the 
proposals to extend the 
time limit of the 2005 
permission cannot be 
supported.”

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A cuddle gives deaf blind 
Delphi that vital loving touch

W HEN I arrive 
at Zoe 
Hickman’s 
home soon after 
9am, the mum of 
three has just 
returned from 
dropping her eldest 
son, 7-year-old 
Mackenzie, off at 
school. 


Her 9-month-old baby 
Sonny is sound asleep in 
his pram, giving Zoe a few 
rare minutes to have a 
quick tidy around the 
house while her partner 
Mark is busy getting 5- 
year-old Delphi ready for 
school. 


It’s a typical morning in 
the Royston home, but the 
family is far from average. 

Born with a complex 
condition called 
microcephaly, Delphi is 
deaf, blind, cannot walk, 
has to be fed through a 
tube and requires constant 
care from doting mum Zoe 
and Mark to stay alive. No 
one knows how long 
Delphi will live, but she is 
not expected to make it to 
adulthood. 


Babies can be born with 
microcephaly or it can 
develop in the first few 
years of a child’s life. It is a 
rare, neurological disorder 
where the brain doesn’t 
grow at a normal rate, 
resulting in varying

degrees of learning 
difficulties. Babies and 
infants with the condition 
have a reduced head size, 
but their face will continue 
to grow at a normal rate, 
resulting in an excess of 
skin. Other symptoms of 
the condition include a 
high-pitched cry, poor 
feeding, convulsions, 
hyperactivity and 
developmental delays, 
which can vary greatly in 
severity. 

“When Delphi was born 
I knew there was 
something wrong with her 
as soon as I saw her,” 
remembers Zoe. “Because 
she was my second, I knew 
what newborns looked 
like.” 

Despite her 
reservations, after the 
labour Zoe and Delphi 
were taken to the main 
maternity ward. “Her head 
circumference was very 
tiny,” recalls Zoe. “They 
put a little hat on her and 
we waited for the doctor to 
come and check her, but 
the whole time I knew 
something was wrong. It 
was heartbreaking. I kept 
thinking, she can’t see, she 
must be blind, because her 
eyes were closed and they 
were very puffy 


“What made it worse 
was that we were on a 
normal ward -1 hate the 
word normal, absolutely 
hate it, but they were 
normal newborns, so 
everyone was looking and 
you can see that your 
baby’s not the same as 
everyone else’s.” 

Zoe says it was very 
frightening when the 
doctor arrived and 
immediately requested a 
brain scan for Delphi. At 
just a few hours old, she 
was diagnosed with 
microcephaly, but the 
doctors said they wouldn’t 
be able to assess the 
severity of the condition 
until she was a few 
months old. 

“We brought her home 
when she was two days old 
and at that stage, apart 
from having a misshaped 
head, she was feeding 
properly and there weren’t 
really any major problems. 
It hadn’t been said that she 
couldn’t see, though I 
sensed it, but it wasn’t 
until she was three weeks 
old that we realised she 
couldn’t hear. The smoke 
alarm went off and she 
didn’t flinch at all and I 
thought, that’s not 
normal.” 


Following numerous 
tests, Delphi was 
diagnosed as being 
deafblind due to 
microcephaly. “The part of 
Delphi’s brain that hasn’t 
developed is the side that 
enables you to hear, see, 
and communicate - the 
development side. It is a 
very extreme case - some 
children can have a mild 
case of microcephaly and 
still lead normal lives.” 

Scooping up Sonny, who 
has now woken up, and 
bouncing him on her 
knee, Zoe tells me she 
never expected Delphi’s 
condition to progress as 
quickly and aggressively as 
it has, and admits she 
doesn’t think she fully 
understood how severe 
the condition could 
become. 

“The thing with 
microcephaly is it’s usually 
a very gradual learning 
problem,” she says. “It’s 
called severe 
developmental delay, 
which means they hit their 
milestones a bit later. But 
although I’ve been told 
this is what Delphi has got, 
Delphi has basically 
stopped - she isn’t hitting 
any milestones, and she 
isn’t going to hit any”

Despite being unable to 
communicate, Delphi has 
shown signs of being 
responsive to vibration 
and benefits from one-to- 
one support from her 
intervener, Gilly Moosajee, 
a relationship which was 
arranged through the 
deafblind charity Sense. 
Gilly visits Delphi once a 
week and, using a 
resonance board designed 
especially for deaf people, 
is able to make sounds 
vibrate around her body 
so she can experience the 
sensation. 

In and out of hospital 
her whole life, during 
Zoe’s pregnancy with 
Sonny, Delphi’s health 
dramatically deteriorated. 
“She was suffering with 
seizures and, if they went 
too far, we had to call an 
ambulance for her,” says 
Zoe. 

Delphi developed 
bronchitis when she was a 
few months old and, since 
then, hasn’t been able to 
take food or drink through 
her mouth. She is now fed 
through a jejunostomy 
tube, which is 
permanently 
inserted into her 
stomach. 

“She’s literally 
doubled in size, 
which has made 
her more difficult 
to handle,” says 
Zoe. “She was 
Sonny’s size for 
quite a few years 
and you could 
just pick her up 
and take her 
upstairs, but it’s 
getting more difficult 
now.” 

Delphi’s medication is 
also administered by tube 
- a gastrostomy, which is 
also permanently inserted 
into her stomach. 

While I have been 
talking to Zoe, Mark has 
been with Delphi and has 
now brought her in to the 
lounge for the minibus 
that has arrived to take 
her to Greenside School in 
Stevenage, where she goes 
four afternoons a week. 
“It’s a specialist school 
where she gets to do 
sensory activities and go 
in the hydrotherapy pool,” 
explains Zoe, as she 
wheels her daughter out 
to the minibus. 

Despite only being able 
to communicate by crying 


or smiling, Zoe and Mark 
both believe Delphi 
responds to the touch of 
people who know her 
well. “If she’s crying and 
you pick her up and give 
her a tight cuddle it can 
soothe her,” says Mark. 

“I like to think she 
responds when you hold 
her hand, but we don’t 
know,” adds Zoe. “You 
don’t see a reaction in her 
eyes.” Neither Mackenzie 
or Sonny suffer from the 
condition, and Zoe has 
been given no explanation 
as to why Delphi 
developed microcephaly. 
She admits not knowing 
why her daughter has the 
condition, or how long 
she has to live, has been 
hard to come to terms 
with. 

“The geneticist said it 
wasn’t hereditary, it wasn’t 
genetic - basically, with 
Delphi, it was a blip, I 
don’t know why it 
happened. Although not 
knowing why is hard, I’m 
glad that I didn’t find out 
she had microcephaly 
while I was pregnant, 



because obviously at that 
stage they wouldn’t have 
been able to tell how 
severe it would be, and 
that decision... well, I 
can’t imagine having to 
make that decision.” 

Deciding to have a third 
child was a big step for 
Zoe and Mark, but the 
couple tell me their 
situation was different 
then. 

“When we were trying 
for Sonny I was working, 
Delphi was fine and then 
it just happened that I lost 
my job that February and 
Delphi went down hill,” 
says Mark. “Someone 
actually said to me ‘why 
did you have a third?’, but 
everything was fine then.” 

Soon after Zoe 
discovered she was 


pregnant with Sonny, 
Delphi’s seizures became 
more frequent and she 
also developed breathing 
problems. The couple 
were in and out of hospital 
with Delphi, and Zoe 
actually went into labour 
while Delphi was in 
hospital following a 
seizure. 

The seizures continued 
and, when Sonny was 6 
weeks old, Zoe and Mark 
were told by doctors that 
Delphi might not have 
much longer left to live. 

Taking Mackenzie out 
of school so he could say 
goodbye to his sister, 
Delphi was transferred to 
Keech Hospice Care in 
Luton, a charity hospice, 
which provides end of life 
care for adults and 
children. 

“She got quite bad one 
day and breaking the 
news to Mackenzie was 
the hardest thing,” says 
Zoe. 

But, against the odds, 
Delphi found the strength 
to pull through and, the 
following week, the family 
returned home. 
“Delphi is still 
here,” says Mark. 
“But we know that 
she could be gone. 

.. she willbe gone, 
but we don’t know 
when. 

“People say ‘how 
is she, is she any 
better?’, but she’s 
not going to get any 
better, she won’t 
ever get any better, 
she’ll only get 
worse. It’s really 
tough.” 

For now the family “take 
each day as it comes” and 
finds the support from 
their friends and family, 
the team at Keech 
Hospice Care and Sense a 
great source of comfort. 

Describing her 
daughter as being a ‘real 
sweetie’ and a ‘tough 
cookie’ from day one, Zoe 
admits she makes the 
most of the smiley days 
she has with Delphi. 

“I always try and take a 
picture when she smiles,” 
she says. “I don’t know 
what makes her carry on, 
to be honest. 

“She obviously gets 
something out of us, so 
we’ll just keep trying to 
find out what she 
responds to.”

Cheveley 

AT their meeting on Tuesday, July 
13, Cheveley parish councillors 
were delighted to welcome Kath 
Seller from Duchess Park onto the 
Council as a representative of the 
North Ward of the Parish. 

It was reported that the inaugural 
issue of the parish council 
newsletter had been delivered 
throughout both wards and had 
been well received with many 
favourable comments. As a result of 
this some residents had contacted 
the clerk and the chairman to voice 
their concern over local issues. 
Amongst these was the anomaly 
that although the majority of 
households fall into the school 
catchment area for Cheveley School 
and Bottisham Village College, 
others, sometimes in the same 
road, were included in the Suffolk 
system even though both wards 
were situated in Cambridgeshire. 

Cambridgeshire county councillor 
Mathew Shuter kindly attended the 
meeting to explain the situation. It 
was decided that the parish council 
would do as much as possible to 
address the problem which was 
extremely worrying to many 
parents. The South Neighbourhood 
Panel, which had met on June 29, 
was also treating the matter as a top 
priority. 

Some parishioners had 
commented that, although the war 
memorial had been restored 
following an arson attack, a darker 
mark remained where the fire had 
been started. Unfortunately the only 
way to completely remedy this 


would be to replace the stone which 
would be extremely costly and it 
was felt that it should become less 
noticeable as the monument 
weathered. 

Following a request that the “Give 
Way” sign at the junction where 
Cheveley High Street meets the 
B1063 be replaced by a “stop” sign 
the meeting was informed that 
Cambridgeshire County Council was 
unable to sanction this at county 
level. 

Members of the parish council 
and a representative of East 
Cambridgeshire County Council had 
attended the official opening 
ceremony of the Big Lottery funded 
play equipment on June 30 and this 
had been reported in some areas of 
the local press. 

The clerk had looked into the 
options available for the parish 
council to be involved in the 
proposed affordable housing 
scheme for the village of Cheveley. 
Details of a Community Land Trust 
seminar were to be forwarded as 
soon as they were available and it 
was hoped that as many councillors 
as possible would attend. 

A diseased horse chestnut tree in 
the cemetery had been felled on the 
advice of tree specialists. Friends of 
Cheveley Cemetery would be 
meeting again on Saturday at 9am 
and anyone interested would be 
very welcome. 

Two vacancies in the South Ward 
and one in the North Ward remain 
for parish councillors. Anyone 
interested should contact the clerk, 
Elaine Taylor, on (01440) 821088. 
Previous parish councillors are 


welcome to apply. 

The next meeting is on Tuesday, 
September 14, at 7.30pm in the 
community room of Cheveley 
School. There will be no scheduled 
meeting in August.

There were, it must be said, some 
quite delightful moments, recalling 
the marvellous rapport in time past 
between Miss Brahms (the late 
Wendy Richards) and Mrs Slocombe 
(Molly Sugden), while memories 
were also brought to mind of John 
Inman’s impish career in full flight! 
But on this occasion, the former two 
characters, played respectively by 
Mandy Morrish and Heather 
Alecock, were for many watchers 
the stars of the evening, outshining 
other well-known names. 

One very pleasing aspect overall 
was that some of the younger 
members of the audience, while not 
appreciating all the humour, found it 
amusing entertainment-which, 
from their very beginnings many 
years ago, has always been the aim 
of the Bunburys. 

In 2011 their panto offering will be 
The Sleeping Beauty (hopefully 
professionally written) to be shown 
during the February half-term; but 
before then there will be another 
murder mystery, Who Killed The 
Director? on October 29/30 of this 
year. Hopefully Mildenhall will give 
them the support they deserve!

IT is business as 
usual at Newmar¬ 
ket's Guineas shop¬ 
ping centre where 
receivers have been 
called in. 

But the move has not 
affected individual 
shops and businesses 
which are continuing to 
trade as normal. 

Tenants in the 130,000 
sq ft centre were inform¬ 
ed in a letter earlier this 
month. 

Traders contacted by 
the Weekly News said 
they were not worried by 
the receivership. 

One, who did not 
want to be identified, 
said: “There’s not a lot 
we can do about it.” 

Property consultants 
Allsop LLP have been 
called in to act as 
receivers. They are also 
acting in a similar role 
for two other associated 
shopping centres, one in 
Worksop and another in 
Northern Ireland. 

Jon Gershinon, a 
partner at the London- 


based business, said: “I 
need to understand the 
details of the property so 
that we can prepare a 
strategy.” 

He said there was no 
time limit on the 
receivership, but 
businesses in the centre 
would continue to run 
as normal. 

The centre is operated 
by London-based 
Centenary Asset 
Management on behalf 
of Forest Heath District 
Council, the owners. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “Forest 
Heath District Council is 
working with the 


receivers to protect its 
interest in The Guineas 
and we are, obviously, 
keeping a close eye on 
the situation. 

“The performance of 
the centre and its traders 
is sound and our town 
centre manager is 
working with other 
partners to encourage a 
diverse range of shops to 
open in Newmarket.” 

Plans to extend the 
centre by building on 
half the Market Square 
were shelved due to the 
worsening economic 
situation. But earlier this 
year a director of 
Centenary told town 


councillors that the 
company remained 
“committed” to the 
centre and believed it 
could grow by up to 25 
per cent when the 
economic situation 
improved. 

Ranald Phillips, a 
director of Centenary 
Asset Management, said 
the receivership was “a 
non-story”. 

He said: “There is no 
effect on the centre, the 
town or anyone in it. It is 
absolutely business as 
usual. After months of 
negotiation to restruc¬ 
ture the finance of the 
owning fund, a receiver 
has been appointed to 
enable the bank to 
assume temporary con¬ 
trol. 

“The managers 
continue to be engaged 
in discussions with the 
bank and with both new 
and existing investors to 
agree an appropriate 
resolution. 

“This will have 
absolutely no impact on 
the assets. For each of 
the centres it will be 
business as usual and 
they will continue to be 
managed as before.” 
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J AMES Morrison is an expressive 
interviewee. By the time we’ve finished 
chatting prior to his gig at Newmarket 
Nights, I’ve been sung to, had my leg pulled 
and heard an amusing impersonation of Prince 
Charles. All this from the soulful, sensitive¬ 
sounding singer-songwriter who looks like 
butter wouldn’t melt... 

Four years on since the success of his soaring ballad, 
You Give Me Something, the 25-year-old from Rugby has 
become an established name in the folk-pop industry, 
with his fragile, timeless voice one of the most distinctive 
around. He has picked up a BRIT award, seen two 
albums hit the Number One spot and collaborated with 
some of the hottest names in the music world. 

Last year, his single Broken Strings, on which he 
worked with Nelly Furtado, continued his successful 
streak by becoming his best-selling single to date. And I 
get my first taste of the Morrison humour when I ask how 
the two singers got along. 

“She hated me, she didn’t like me at all,” he says,

SHELTON about fatherhood, his school grades and the thrill of playing live 


seriously at first. “I was in her face all the time... No, 
she was really cool. I didn’t really know what to expect to 
be honest, I’ve never worked with someone of that high a 
calibre. She was really down to earth and funny and sexy 
- everything you want Nelly Furtado to be, really.” 

Growing up on a healthy diet of Stevie Wonder, Van 
Morrison and Otis Redding, from an early age James was 
picking out tunes on his guitar. After years of busking in 
his home town - interspersed with a less-than- 
successful music course at school (more on that later) - 
James began playing at open mic nights, where he was 
discovered and swiftly signed by Polydor Records. 

James will be belting out his hits on stage at 
Newmarket Racecourse this weekend and is looking 
forward to being part of the party. 

“I love playing live, I’m just excited to be getting out 
there with my band,” he says. “I think all musicians like 
playing live - it’s great when the crowds are all singing 
your songs and they’re with you 100 per cent and it’s a 
beautiful day... all of that is amazing. But I think for me, 
it’s those little special moments that come along when 
you play sometimes, where the hairs on your arms go 
up. That’s the thing I enjoy.” 

James might have rubbed shoulders with royals and 
musical legends alike, but there are some who failed to 
predict this star’s ascent. After studying for a music A- 
level at school, the young musician came away with just 
a U grade. What was that about, James? 

“I know! What were they on about? Only joking -1 
dunno why I got a U really, I think it was because I wasn’t 
very good at the theory side. I didn’t enjoy it or get what it 
was about. I thought, why can’t you just listen to it and 
then play it? I learned to play by ear. But I quite like it, I’m 
really pleased I got a U,” he laughs. “It’s just funny to 
me.” 

James is now the proud father of a little girl, Elsie - the 


first born to James and his long-term girlfriend Gill. 
Has she inspired any of his songs? 

“Definitely,” he says. “I wrote a song called The 
Awakening which was about me feeling like I’ve 
woken up for the first time after having a kid, 
thinking, ‘now I know what’s it’s all about’. 

“I try not to make it too obvious though, I 
think it’s cringy if you do. I don’t want to be 
like ‘I LOVE MY DAUGHTER SO MUCH’,” 
he sings, loudly, “I just try and do it in a 
subtle way, you know? 

“She really responds to music 
though,” he adds. “She’s a good 
little dancer. I’ve played her a few of 
my new songs just to see what 
she does, and if she dances to it, 
then she likes it.” 

With a young family and a 
great career doing what he 
loves most, James is full of 
pride - and astonishment - at 
how far he’s come in just a 
few years. 

“I couldn’t have 
guessed that I’d be 
where I am today,” he 
says. “I’ve always 
sung, and it’s always 
been what I’ve wanted 
to do, but I thought it 
would take a lot longer.”

THE Rebound has been sitting on a 
shelf for more than a year and, in 
truth, that’s where it should have 
stayed. 

Bearing striking similarities to the Uma 
Thurman film Prime, Bart Freundlich’s 
predictable romantic comedy asks 
whether love can truly bridge the age 
divide or if the prejudices of friends 
and family will ultimately undermine 
the foundations of a relationship 
between a woman and a younger 
man. 

If the writer-director has any 
interesting observations about modern 
day romance, he fails to weave them 
into a pedestrian script that gives all of 
the half- decent lines to the supporting 
characters. 

These include two cherubic offspring, 
who are wise beyond their tender 
years and seem far more centred than 
their mother. 

“We thought that you were dead,” 
says the boy, startled when his parent 
wakes from her alcohol-induced 
stupor. 

“We thought you had asphyxiated on 



your vomit,” adds the girl sassily. 

The perfectly pickled parent is Sandy 
(Zeta-Jones), a 40-year-old yummy 
mummy whose world implodes when 
she discovers footage of her husband 
Frank (Robards) engaged in a sexual 
act with a neighbour. 

Sandy flings down her apron and 
muffin tins, abandons the suburbs and 
heads back to New York City with her 
daughter Sadie (Gould) and son Frank 
Jr (Cherry). 

The mother lands a job at a TV sports 
network and needs to hurriedly 
arrange childcare. 

So she approaches 25-year-old 
graduate Aram Finkelstein (Bartha), 
who works in the coffee shop below 
her apartment. 

Aram jumps at the opportunity to earn 
more money and gain more 
independence from his controlling 


Jewish mother, Roberta (Gleason), 
and long-suffering father, Harry 
(Garfunkel). 

Friendship turns to attraction and 
eventually Sandy and Aram 
acknowledge their feelings and kindle 
a romance that raises eyebrows 
among her friends, especially acid- 
tongued Daphne (Grant). 

Aram successfully allays fears by 
poking fun at the age difference but 
Sandy continues to fixate on those 15 
years. 

The Rebound has some amusing 
exchanges and Zeta-Jones and Bartha 
are an attractive central pairing but 
there’s simply no screen chemistry 
between them. It’s little wonder 
everyone counsels Sandy against the 
affair. 

Convention blights every twist in the 
narrative and the set pieces feel 
hopelessly contrived, like when Sandy 
attends self-defence classes and lets 
out her pent-up rage at her husband in 
one foul-mouthed primal scream. 

Or a blind date that culminates in the 
would-be suitor relieving himself in a 
portable loo in the middle of the street 
then wrapping his unwashed hands 
around Sandy’s stunned face. 
Thankfully, reality bites for a downbeat 
ending but Freundlich simply can’t 
resist a saccharine coda because a 
woman like Sandy apparently needs a 
man.

Clematis have cultivars 
for every garden setting 


mong the glories 
of my garden are 
-Z \clematis -1 love 
the big showy flowers of 
the hybrids as well as 
the early season types, 
such as C. macropetala, 
cascading over walls 
and fences or 
scrambling up shrubs. 

In fact, there are clematis 
for virtually every setting, 
whether you want them to 
hide a structural eyesore, or 
provide colour and interest 
intertwined with evergreen 
shrubs. There are even 
clematis specifically bred for 
containers, which will add a 
flourish to your patio. 

Combining clematis with 
other choice plants, such as 
roses, can create a focal point 
in the garden which will be 
colourful from spring to 
autumn. 

Roses and clematis are 
particularly good plant 
partners as they have similar 
feeding and cultivation 
requirements. I have a 
gorgeous shrub rose, Rosa 
‘Gertrude fekyll’, which is 
heavily scented, bearing

double, dark pink flowers in 
summer and autumn, 
growing up an obelisk, 
combined with C. ‘Nelly 
Moser’, an early to mid¬ 
summer flowering clematis 
with pink striped petals which 
fade in the sunlight. It makes 
a fantastic focal point and as 
the clematis starts to fade the 
rose comes into its own. 

Early season clematis, such 
as C. alpina and C. 
macropetala, have bushy 
habits which are naturally 
suited to training up and 
hiding the bare stems of 
climbing or rambler roses. 

Early to mid-summer 
flowering clematis, including 
C. ’Lasurstern’ and C. ’Marie 
Boisselot’, are better if thinned 
to five or six shoots before 
being tied into a rose because 


then the flowers will be larger 
and more evenly spread, 
making a better display. 

Evergreen and deciduous 
shrubs can be perked up 
when planted with large- 
flowered hybrids, viticellas 
and compact species 
clematis, which flower from 
mid-summer to autumn. But 
bear in mind the flowering 
time of each plant and how 
they will complement each 
other. 

Mid-season, large-flowered 
hybrids will happily grow 
through evergreen shrubs like 
rhododendrons, while early to 
late-summer blooming 
clematis with shorter stems 
and closer flowers, such as C. 
‘Fuji-musume’ and the lilac 
coloured C. ‘fosephine’, are 
more suited to combine with 
smaller shrubs with compact 
crowns. 

The dramatic, velvety deep 
red flowers of C. ‘Niobe’ will 
climb happily through the 
popular evergreen shrub 
Choisya ternata, while many 
hebe cultivars make a good 
foil for clematis. 

Timing is important when 
growing clematis through 
trees or shrubs, if you want 
maximum colour impact. 


Plant C. montana var. rubens 
with Ceanothus arboreus 
‘Trewithen Blue’ and both will 
flower at the same time, from 
late spring to early summer, 
the pink clematis making a 
striking show with the purple 
ceanothus. Directing the 
stems of the clematis through 
the ceanothus should 
maximise the overall effect. 

Similarly, star-like pink 
blooms of C. alpina will 
pepper the crown of small, 
flowering apple trees, while 
climbers can also perform 
well as ground cover. C. ‘Nelly 
Moser’, for instance, will 
flower at the base of a tree 
trunk, brightening up a bare 
patch of ground. Combine 
another variety with it and 
you can create an interesting 
patchwork effect. 

You can also buy more 
compact varieties of clematis 
which will engulf a wigwam or 
other support in a pot. I have 
one beautiful lilac-flowered 
compact Raymond Evison 
variety, C. Parisienne, which 
grows to around lm (3ft) and 
produces a profusion of 
blooms in late spring and 
early summer, but there are 
many more from which to 
choose. 



Plant compact clematis in a 
moisture-retentive but free- 
draining soil, where their 
roots are shaded but top 
growth is in the sun. Check 
the variety for best location, 
as some will thrive in semi¬ 
shade while others prefer a 
fair amount of sunlight. 

These spiky architectural 
gems are often used as the 
low maintenance focal point 
plants in patio pots or 
borders, their striking 
evergreen foliage providing a 
tropical feel to any display. 


The foliage ranges from deep 
red stripes to acid greens and 
forms an impressive 
structural shape, and as it 
matures it assumes the look 
of a palm-like tree. Cordylines 
like well-drained soil and are 
particularly good in seaside 
gardens. If you live in a cold 
area, be warned that they can 
be damaged by severe frost. 
Cordylines look great as 
individual specimens in pots, 
but make sure you cover them 
with horticultural fleece if 
frost is forecast.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal.

JAPANESE car 

manufacturers swept 
the board in a major 
reliability survey 
published by Which? 
Car magazine this 
week, writes Peter 
Woodman. 

Japanese companies 
took eight of the first 10 
places in the magazine’s 
manufacturer reliability 
table. 

Daihatsu, with a score 
of 86.8 per cent, was top 
of the table, with Honda 
second, Toyota third and 
Mazda fourth. Land Rover 
was last on 67.5 per cent. 

The survey, involving 
more than 64,000 Which? 
members and more than 
66,000 cars up to eight 
years old, showed that, of 
sports cars, Porsche 
topped the customer 
satisfaction table. 

Second was Daihatsu, 
with Lexus third. MG was 


at the bottom of the 
sports car satisfaction 
table, being rated as 
“poor” along with 
Vauxhall, Peugeot, 
Chrysler and Renault. 

Topping the satisfaction 
table for an individual car 
model was the Honda 
Accord, followed by the 
Honda S200 and the 
Mazda MX-5. 

The Honda Accord 
scored 97 per cent in this 
category in contrast to 
the cars at the bottom of 
the satisfaction table, 
with the Renault Laguna 
scoring only 51 per cent 
and the Renault Espace 
last of all with just 48 per 
cent. 

The Kia Pacinto topped 
the table for new car 
reliability (nought to three 
years) in the supermini 
sector, with the Seat Ibiza 
bottom of the list. The 
Mazda 3 was considered 
the best medium car for 


new car reliability, with 
the Nissan Qashqai 
bottom. 

In the large car sector, 
the most reliable was the 
Honda Insight, with the 
Ford Mondeo bottom of 
this particular table. 

The most reliable 
luxury car was the 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class, 
with the Volkswagen Golf 
Plus the best in the multi¬ 
purpose vehicle sector; 
the Toyota RAV4 the most 
reliable 4x4 or sports 
utility vehicle; and the 
Mercedes-Benz SLK 
named the best sports 
car. 

Daihatsu was 

considered the best 
company when it came to 
servicing cars, with Lexus 
second and Honda third. 
Bottom of this table was 
Fiat. 

Despite the adverse 
publicity surrounding the 
recall of millions of Toyota 


cars worldwide in recent 
months, the company’s 
luxury arm - Lexus - 
topped the best 
dealership table, with MG 
bottom. 

Which? chief executive 
Peter Vicary-Smith said: 
“You don’t expect a new 
car to go wrong - but our 
rigorous research shows 
there’s a big difference 
between the best and 
worst. 

“Some small cars, 
particularly Korean and 
Japanese superminis, run 
like clockwork. Whereas 
some bigger cars, which 
you might expect to be 
more robust, aren’t all 
they are cracked up to 
be.” 

In its latest edition, 
Which? Car also included 
details of its best car 
manufacturer award - 
first announced earlier 
this year - which went to 
Skoda.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

It’s wet ‘n’ wild as 
Burwell hit trouble 



MATTHEW Friedlander and 
Craig Park had a field day as 
leaders Cambridge Granta made 
Burwell pay for overwatering the 
Mingay Park wicket. 

The visitors romped to a 
seven-wicket victory in double- 
quick time to enhance their 
Gibbs Denley East Anglian 
Premier League title credentials. 

Friedlander resumed his 
normal bowling duties following 
a troublesome knee injury and 
snapped up 5 for 30. 

And Park snared 4 for 25 as 
Burwell were bundled out for 57 
inside 22 overs, Granta requiring 
just 13.2 overs to reach 59 for 3. 

But the hosts, who had six 
players missing, contributed to 
their own downfall by overdoing 
it with the sprinkler in the build¬ 
up up to the clash.

The absence of the likes of 
Adam Huckle, Grant Flower and 
Paul Summerskill meant some of 
Burwell’s second-team players 
got the chance to impress. 

But Tom Williams, who top- 
scored with 15, was the only one 
to make any sort of impression 
as Friedlander and Park ran riot. 

Granta lost a couple of early 
wickets in reply, but the table- 


toppers were not to be denied 
and Dougie Rice (27) and Park 
(18 not out) ensured they were 
victorious. 

Granta have still only tasted 
defeat once in the Premier 
League this season and remain 
on course to land the 
championship crown for the 
first time.

Bing still has a lot to 
prove, insists Smith 



HARBINGER has smashed his 
way to the title of top-rated 
racehorse in the world thanks 
to his breathtaking 
performance in the King 
George VI And Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes. 

Racing’s official assessors 
had no problem in raising the 
Sir Michael Stoute-trained 
colt forward from a mark of 
123 to 135 following his 11- 
length romp in Ascot’s 
midsummer showpiece on 
Saturday. 

But the Highclere 
Thoroughbred Racing-owned 
four-year-old is not the best in 
history as experts believe he 
still has something to prove. 

“You’ve got to be very 
impressed,” said Phil Smith, 
the British Horseracing 
Authority’s head of 
handicapping. 

“All his performances this 
year were very progressive 
and I expected him to a run a 
big race. I certainly didn’t 
think he’d win like that. 

“We looked at the second 
horse, Cape Blanco, and 
imagined what if Harbinger 
had not been in the race. Cape 
Blanco was 119 going into the 
race, and so we took the view 
that Cape Blanco had 
replicated his 119. 

“We therefore just had to 
decide what we called the 11 
lengths. We took the view that 
was worth 161b, which would 
be pretty much the norm, and 
brings Harbinger out on 135. 

“It’s quite a big jump, but

I’m pretty confident he’s that 
and could probably be better. 

"Instantly we’ve got 
Harbinger lib below Sea The 
Stars’ end of season 
performance (in the Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe). 

"Harbinger has still got one, 
two or possibly three more 
races to come, so we will see 
how the King George works 
out, see how Harbinger runs 


in his subsequent races. It 
may well be we have him as 
high or higher than Sea The 
Stars. 

"He’s the best horse in the 
world today, definitely, but 
he’s not the best horse ever. 

"He’s got a hell of a lot to 
prove. We would want him to 
do it again before we can get 
him into the late 130s or early 
140s. He’s got to do something 


similar in the future.” That 
future is likely to include the 
Qatar Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe, a race for which 
the Newmarket-based colt is 
just even-money with 
William Hill. 

Harry Herbert, spokesmn 
for the owners, said: “I’ll talk 
to Sir Michael and see 
whether he wants to go 
straight there or give him a

prep race, but there are so 
many options for him. 

“I certainly couldn’t rule out 
the Breeders’ Cup and there are 
other races like the japan Cup.”

Edgar’s dilemma 


ROSS Edgar has yet to announce 
a decision on whether he will be 
participating at the 
Commonwealth Games. 

The 27-year-old Newmarket 
cyclist has only returned from 
three months racing on the Keirin 
circuit in Japan this week, so has 
not had the chance to give proper 
thought to his autumn schedule. 
But during his time in the Far 
East, Edgar’s Great Britain 
team-mates Chris Hoy and 
Victoria Pendleton have both 
announced they will not be 
competing in India in October. 
They will instead be preparing for 
the new European Championships 
at the start of November. 

The European Championships 
carry Olympic qualifying points, 
which could be crucial after 
changes to the Olympic 


programme which limit the 
number of riders to one from each 
country, per event. Edgar (right) is 
hoping to go to the Commonwealth 
Games, where he would represent 
Scotland, and he said: “A lot of the 
team are targeting Europeans. I 
don’t know if I’m going to ride the 
Europeans. 

“It (his decision) has not really been 
made yet. I got a bronze, silver 
and gold in Melbourne so they 
(the Commonwealths) are a good 
championships. 

“All the Aussies will be going so it 
will be a good competition to see 
how we are firing. 

“It’s been hard to keep in contact 
with every one with the time 
difference. I’m looking to retouch 
base with everyone and confirm 
plans. These are the first 
competitions of the year, so I 
need to start thinking about it.”
